Which are in all the Eſtates of Spain, and which depend upon 
this at Madrid, every Month render an Account to it, of their 
Finances, and Revenues, and every Vear of their Cauſes and 
Criminals: But thoſe of the Indies and the other diſtant Places, 
only give an Account at the end of every Year. As to the 
Places of theſe inferior Tribunals, they are filfd by the General 
Inqulſitors, with the Apprchation of the Counſellors.
